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ENGINEERING COMPUTER BUREAU 


A two-day seminar for Bridge Division Designers on computer 
computation of Bridge Geometry was held during the last two days 


of April. 


The feasibility of comparing, routine checking, and rearranging 

of the information required for the 10)B Interstate Estimate of 
Highway Requirements by computer was investigated and found valuable. 
This use may help expedite the estimate. Programs for this are under 
development. This report is for the Federal Bureau of Public Roads 


to pass to Congress for all States of the Union. 


Also of note is the submission of one of our computer programs to 

the IHM 1620 program library in April, our first. The title of 

this program is Horizontal Curve Data. It computes the deflection 
angles necessary to layout of highway curves in te field. In the 
future, we will continue to submit to this nationwide library, which 
pools the achievements of 1620 users, any computer program we develop 


which we feel will benefit other state highway departments. 


A meeting of all 1620 computer users in the Eastern Region of the 
Country was held in Washington during May. This was our first meeting. 
In addition to the value of seeing the latest equipment demonstrated, 
attendance was worthwhile because many constructive new ideas were 


presented. 


Papers Si given on new computer programming systems, new mathematical 
techniques and statistical procedures. Representatives from engineer- 


ing and research facilities, using an IPM 1620 computer, were present.

GEODETIC CONTROL SURVEY 


In response to a request from Commissioner Roe, the Highway De- 
partment's Engineering Computer Bureau agreed to use of its 1620 
computer and the calculation necessary to reset coast and geodetic 


control monuments. 


The personnel of the Conservation Department's Geodetic Control Survey 
Bureau will be given a one-day seminar on the use of the Highway 
Department's computer programs June 9th. Following this briefing, 
they will submit their engineering problems to the Highway Department 


by mail and receive the answers in the same fashion. 


LOCAL ROAD FINANCE 


In accordance with the requirements of the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads, 
the Highway Department this month completed tabulations of the expendi- 
tures of New Jersey's 567 Municipalities and 21 Counties for road 


purposes during calendar 1962, (Copy attached) 
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LOCAL ROAD FINANCE, cont'd, 


The reports show that a total of $57,241,262.00 was spent directly 
on Municipal streets. Another $25,732,238.00 was spent by 

the Municipalities for such functions as parking, street 

cleaning, street lighting, et hea raat aon: etc., and $19,188, 70l,.00 
for debt service, making a total of $102,202,20.00 by the 
Municipalities alone. It is interesting to note that of this 


total, only $12,116,431.00 went for construction of roads. 


As far as the Counties are concerned, they spent $32,526,75.00 
on County roads, another $3,292,8)0.00 to match Federal aid 

for secondary roads, $1,059,6)7.00 for parking and similar 
facilities, and $8,889,876.00 for debt service -- making a 


total of $5, 768,838.00. 


The: total for all local roads, County and Municipal, was 


$117,971, 042.00. 


Considering that there are approximately 6,700 miles 

of County roads and approximately 23,000 miles of Municipal 
streets, the expenditure does not loom large in comparison with 
the amount spent annually on the 1,900 miles State Highway 

System. It is particularly disproportionate when it is recognized 
that only about $22 million of the total went directly for 
construction of new roads or physical improvement (aside from 


‘resurfacing, etc.) of existing roads. 
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COLLEGE RECRUITMENT 


Since our March report, interviews have been conducted with 
about 20 more prospective engineering graduates who indicated 
preliminary interest in employment at the Assistant Engineer, 
Highway level. This makes a total of about 65 follow-up inter- 
views here at the Trenton Office as the result of original 
contacts made on campus. Offers of employment have been made 
to 52 men, resulting in 27 definite acceptances, 18 declinations 
and 7 are still pending. Of the 27 young men who have accepted 
employment, our present plans are to assign 1 of them to the 
Orientation Training Program, and 13 of them directly into work 


situations. 


Any subsequent employments resulting from offers still pending 
will also be assigned in work situations. Those not assigned 
to the Traning Program at this time, will be placed in the 


program in January, 1965. 


It is felt that our recruitment efforts this year have proven 
to be very rewarding in that we hope to add better than 30 


young engineers to our forces.

Senate 322 provides the Highway Commissioner with flexibility in the 
allocation of appropriations for service contract payments to 


railroads, permitting recognition of the cost of providing the 
service required by contract. It also authorizes the use of 
these funds for matching Federal grants to be used for capital 
improvements. Senate 32) expedites the Aldene Plan for rerouting 
Jersey Central Railroad passenger service to Newark by trans- 
ferring funds previously assigned to grade crossing elimination 
in South Jersey but which have been unused to similar work in

As noted in last month's report, the Joint Legislative Highways 
Committee issued a report May hth, signed by the Majority Members 


of the Committee only, and largely prepared at Republican State

Committee Headquarters. This was followed two weeks later by a 
report issued by the Minority Members of the Highways Committee, 


which disputed the statements in the May lth report. 


In order to clarify the situation, which had received much attention 
in the press, the Highway Department issued its own official 
statement late in May. The basic statement, entitled "Let's Look 

at the Record", consisted of a brief analysis together with 
historical and statistical data on the Highway Department's aims 

and activities. Much of this information had been supplied to 

the Highways Committee, although it was not utilized in their 


May lth report. 


It was also felt desirable to supply the complete transcript of all 
of the public hearings conducted by the Highways Committee, together 
with copies of the statements presented by the State Highway 
Commissioner at the hearing conducted at the State Highway Depart-~ 
ment. 

These packages were mailed at an individual cost of $2.5 each. 
Recognizing that this might be considered a "burden" upon the State 
budget, the State Highway Commissioner personally paid the mailing 
expenses -- a prudent move in view of later accusations that the 


expense had been borne by the taxpayers and should have been used

RIGHT-OF-WAY 


As a result of the conferences with various institutions of 
higher education regarding the need for advancedtraining in 
right-of-way acquisition, the State Highway Department instituted 
an in-service school of advanced studies to be administered by 


Fairleigh Dickinson University. 


Beginning May 13, all 11 members of the Highway Department's staff 
responsible for right-of-way acquisition started attending classes 
at the Eggerts Crossing National Guard Armory in Trenton. All 


of these men will complete the course by the end of June.

CENTER BARRIER DESIGN 


The concrete center barrier developed by the New Jersey State 

Highway Department almost a decade ago has proved outstandingly 
successful in the prevention of highway fatalities through head- 

on collisions. The Department has never been completely satisfied 
that it has developed the best possible design under all circumstances, 
and’ various modifications as to height have been introduced over 

the years. In an effort to further establish the effect of the 

center barrier upon traffic safety, and to determine the optimum 
design, the Department entered into a research agreement with the 
Stevens Institute of Technology which will devote a staff to this 


investigation and test. 


One of the problems with the existing design is that the Federal 
Bureau of Public Roads, fearful of "bounce-back" accidmts, insists 
that a white pavement line be painted two feet on either side of 


‘the barrier as a warning to motorists not to get too close. This 
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CENTER BARRIER DESIGN, cont'd. 


is no particular problem on the open highway, but does present 
serious difficulties when attempting to install a physical 

divider on a narrow structure such as the Route U. S. 22 viaduct 

or the Route 21 viaduct in the vicinity of Newark. These 

structures simply will not accommodate the concrete barrier with 

the white lines and still permit reasonable traffic flow. Alteration 


of the structures is a major and very expensive undertaking. 


For a period of several years, the Department has been approached 
to give further review to a center barrier design developed by a 


Henry Such Smith. One of the problems has been that Smith regards 


, this as a patented, proprietary item for which he is entitled to 


receive royalties. There was a meeting May 29th with Mr. Smith 
and associate to further discuss the possibility of using his 
barrier in situations such as those cited above. This possibility 
is being investigated and there is a likelihood that the Department 
will install an experimental test section of this barrier if a 
location which will tend to improve safety and at the same time 


permit a proper test of the design can be found.

Through 
this fund a total of $100,000 is available to municipalities within each

The amount set aside for each municipality represents the State's 90 per 
cent share in the total cost of the approved municipal project. Subsequent 
construction plans are reviewed by the State Highway Department which also 


provides inspection of materials and inspection of actual construction work.

The spokesman pointed out the negotiation procedures are similar to private 
person-to-person transactions. He said the cne main exception is that the State, 
because it is acting in the public interest, has the right to require that the 


omer sell his property at a fair price. 


If the owner exercises his right to reject the offer, a court-appointed three-man 
commission will set the fair market price. If the owner still thinks the price 
is not fair, he can appeal to the State Superior Court, and the price will be 


fixed by jury trial. 


The spokesman noted that out of every 100 negotiations between the Highway De- 
partment and land owners, less than five cases go to the courts, and added that 


a portion of this small percentage usually is due to faulty titles. 


He attributed the high percentage of property negotiations which are settled on 
a friendly basis to the Department's procedures, which are based on professional 
practices and standards; and the Department's desire to exhaust all amicable 


means of negotiating the sale. 


The letters to affected property owners also offer Relocation Advisory Assistance 
service to owners and tenants who must move out of the way oi: the Federal Aid 
highwey construction. This program is designed to aid them in finding new resi- 
dences. Another part of the same service, available after the families or tenants
